A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Berger et al. or Sekikawa et al. 

Berger et al. teach in column 4 lines 49+ a test device made of filter paper or 
cellulose coated with PVP and chlorophenol red. 

Sekikawa et al. teach in column 3 lines 48+ a test device made of filter paper or 
cellulose coated with PVP and bromothymol blue. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) .as Joeing clearly anticipated by 
Franklin et al. 

Franklin et al. teach a composition comprising bromothymol blue and/or 
chlorophenol red and PVP. 

Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Harvill et al. 

Harvill et al. teaches a pH indicator paper using bromothymol blue as an 
indicator.
